Interesting Possibilities 

After an eleven-week hearing, an inspector 
for the United States Justice Department has 
recommended that Harry Bridges, the west 
coast labor leader, be deported as an undesir- 
able alien. Bridges is a British subject, a native 
of Australasia. He has been a storm center of 
labor troubles, an avowed (Communist and his 
deportation has been sought, in vain, for years. 

The law upon which the inspector bases his 
report on the Bridges case was passed only 
last year. The Bridges findings constitute the 
first official administrative interpretation of 
the law. | 

The clause upon which the Bridges findings 
are based provides that any alien is deportable 
who has, at any time, been a member of a 
subversive organization. That is, an organiza- 
tion opposed to, or advocating the overthrow 
of, the American system of government. 

Bridges, it is stated, had been affiliated with 
the Communist party and was also a member 
of the Marine Workers’ Industrial Union, an 
_organization of seamen and longshoremen 
which was liquidated in 1935. 

The case will set a precedent. But the 
requirement that aliens who have ever been 
affiliated with subversive organizations be de- 
ported raises interesting possibilities. For there 
is no definite ruling as to what constitutes a 
subversive organization. Many are on the bor- 
derline, many operate under the camoufiage 
of titles that sound highly patriotic. 

Naturally many members of such organiza- 
tions join in ignorance of their true purposes 
and thus, innocently, become affiliated with 
subversive organizations, though they are as 
loyal and as desirable neighbors as any in the 
country. 

It would be highly entertaining, if some 
well-known organizations were later declared 
to be subversive—quite probable—to see the 
scurrying and hear the disclaimers of some 
perfectly fine folks who may number among 
them more than one alien resident.

The people here in Atlanta have been so kind 
since I have been in the hospital, my room 
has been a bower of flowers continuously, but 
if anyone wants to give anything to the Ae 
Schools that would be wonderful.” 

The 25,000-acre campus, the more than 100 
buildings at the Berry Schools, the several 
thousand students in attendance is proof of 
the success of the vision Martha Berry had 40 
years ago. This vision is still her motivating 
force—at the age of 75.

“ On Fire Prevention 

This is Fire Prevention Week. All over the 
nation cities, and communities of every size, 
are stressing the importance of averting loss 
caused by fire. The forest services, of nation 
and state, are preaching once again their 
theme of controlling and preventing forest 
fires, which annually cause waste amounting to 
millions. | 

Owners of city property are being taught 
the value of proper maintenance of that prop- 
erty, of safeguarding against the accumulation 
of trash and waste, to cut down the damage 
wreaked by the flames, 

V. W. Crawford, state fire inspector for 
Georgia, points out, in connection with this 
Fire Prevention Week, a situation which perils 
the safety and the lives of many thousands of 
Georgia school children, every day. That is 
the lack of fire extinguishers on many school 
buses and in many school buildings. 

Almost all school buses have only one en- 
trance or exit, at the front. Nine out of ten 
motor vehicle fires spring from the motor in 
the front. Every bus shopld be equipped with 
a fire extinguisher, handy for use by the op- 
erator in case of emergency. Yet such a Safe- 
guard is rarely to be seen. 

Inspector Crawford adds that a large pro- 
portion of the schools of the state either have 
no extinguishers or are insufficiently supplied, 

Public demand for extinguishers, in suffi- 
cient quantity, for all schools and _ school 
buses would be a valuable result, for Georgia, 
of this National Fire Prevention Week.

‘ Needless Waste 

The Department of Agriculture estimate 
that forest fires burned 3,225,436 acres of land 
in Georgia in 1940, causing damage to the ex- 
tent of approximately $6,396,414 focuses atten- 
tion on one of the most serious problems fac- 
ing the state. The figures represent a lot of 
land and a lot of money. When it is consid- 
ered that here is staggering waste the situa- 
tion veers into the alarming.class without a 
great deal of pushing in that direction. 

The value of forests cannot be stressed too 
highly. They furnish a source of much annual 
income, with Jumber mills operating to pro- 
duce millions of feet of lumber valued at many 
millions of dollars, Fifty-seven per cent of 
the nation’s supply of naval stores is pro- 
duced in Georgia, while large pulp and paper 
mills afford a market for thousands of cords 
of wood. It is also well to keep in mind that 
the demand for lumber for defense purposes 
has caused a great increase in sawmill ac- 
tivity in the past year or two.

In a crowded night club 
or on the street, she will screech curses and insults at the top of 
her voice; and she will remain at her victim’s elbqw, block after 
block, if he attempts flight. 

To escape such a humiliating scene, any celebrity on Broad- 
way will pay up. And to get money by threatening such humilia-« 
tion is not begging, but plain blackmail. Pay me or I will make 
your life miserable. 

Decent, self-respecting people with some sense of propriety are 
always handicapped in any contest with those who have no repue 
tation to lose and don’t care what people think of them. 

Most Americans, believe it or not, are gentlemen and ladies. 
They have high ideals and high standards of behavior, and they 
hate a scene. Asa result, they are easily blackmailed. 

Blackmail is much more common than people realize, for it uses 
more decent names to conceal its character. 

When little Willie threatens to embarrass his mother and make 
her conspicuous in public unless his demands are met, that is black- 
mail. When a woman without regard for public opinion defeats a 
man by threat of squalling, that is blackmail. The shyster’s threat 
to embarrass and shame opponents is blackmail.

Its front 


page bears an interesting resume of the group’s origin, written by 


Isoline Campbell McKenna, and 
bears a striking photograph of 
her captioned “Our First Presi- 
dent.” Writes Mrs. McKenna: 

“In October of 1914, four At- 
lanta girls met at a luncheon. 
All of us were in a carefree, 
happy mood as we planned for 
the approaching winter season 
and apparently gave little seri- 
ous thought to the conflict going 
on in Europe. However, it 
seemed absurd that we should 
be only thinking of the gay so- 
cial whirl before us while the 
memories were still fresh in my 
mind of the harrowing scenes 
I had witnessed as I came 
through France, Belgium and 
England after my six weeks’ 
detention in Dresden, Germany, 
where I had been arrested as a 


spy. 
PiUp to that time no thought 
had been given toward organ- 
ized work by our debutantes in 
the south. We decided to do 
some worth-while work instead 
of spending all our energy on 
the usual social affairs, so we 
then organized the Debutante 
‘Club of 1914-15, of which 1 was 
made president.” 

During the autumn of 1915, 
Mrs. McKenna attended the 
winter meeting of the league in 
New York as the guest of two 
close friends, both officers of 
the organization, who were in- 
terested in the work being done 
by the Atlanta debutantes. It 
was at this meeting that her re- 
quest that the Atlanta Debu- 
tante Club be included in the 
Junior League of America was 
granted. At that time there were 
no junior leagues, except in the 
larger cities of the east. Mrs. 
McKenna further writes: 

“On my return to Atlanta we 
quickly organized and were of- 
ficially admitted into the Junior 
League of America in 1916. I 
was made president of the At- 
lanta Junior League and en- 
joyed the honor, privilege and 
the pleasure of holding that of- 
fice from 1916 until 1918. 

“From this time on the At- 
lanta Junior League progressed 
from the Cotton Ball, Butterfly 
Ball stage to a school of home 
economics and other services to 
our community, all measured in 
contributions of time, money 
and leadership. Our program of 
self-development has run the 
gamut of literature, music and 
the arts. We have helped es- 
tablish Junior Leagues all over 
the south and the Atlanta group 
has been outstanding in its 
charities, as well as becoming 
one of the valued members of 
the Junior Leagues of America.”’
